Yesterday was a holiday, the banks, 
courts and many of the business houses 
being closed in respect to the memory 
of General Sheridan. This fact gave 
many people a chance to attend the last 
day of the races, and from noon until 2 
o’clock there was a perfect Btream of car­ 
riages and vehicles of all kinds wending 
their way towards the park. The street 
cars were 
ciowded to their utmost 
capacity, and it was estimated that fully 
six thousand people were gathered at the 
track when the first race was called. 
The high average of sport provided by 
the Association throughout the week was 
maintained yesterday. 
Proceedings openedjwith the half-mile 
and repeat race, and expectations on this 
event ran high, as Sleepy Dick aud 
Johnny Gray, two of the best half-milers 
in the United States were to compete. 
Each horse had a host of admirers, but 
when betting became lively Sleepy Dick 
settled down a good favorite, Johnny 
Gray being second choice. 
There was a long delay at the post 
and when the flag fell to a straggling 
start Typesetter’s chance was completely 
destroyed by being left four lengths be­ 
hind the field. Sleepy Dick cut out the 
pace to the three-quarter pole, with 
Johnny Gray and Adam a length behind. 
Entering the straight Sleepy Dick was 
still in the lead and he won without be­ 
ing called upon by two lengths, Adam 
four lengths away third. Typesetter was 
distanced. 
After the usual interval, the horses 
again went to the post and after three or 
fonr break awavs the flag fell with the 
favorite a length in the lead. Sleepy 
Dick made the best use of his advantage 
and forced the pace to the turn, where 
Johnny Gray by vigorous riding got to 
his quarters, Adam three lengths in the 
rear. Sleepy Dick led in the straight 
and despite the desperate riding of How- 
son on the gray gelding, held his lead to 
the finish, winning in a canter by half a 
length, three lengths between second 
and third. The official time for this 
heat was given as 49^, but nearly every 
watch on the track made it 48^ seconds 
or better. 
The Consolation race, distance one 
mile, free for all beaten horses, obtained 
six entries, and furnished one of the 
prettiest races and the greatest surprise 
of the meeting. In the poolB previous to 
the start Idalene Cotton sola a strong 
favorite, with John Treat second in de­ 
mand, the field fetchmg but $12 to $20 iu 
pools of $150. On the previous running 
the race eeemod certainly to lie between 
these horses, but Mr. J. Samuels’ 3-year- 
old filly, Welcome, after getting off 
badly, won handily by three lengtlis. 
The flag fell toa beautiful start, Ellwood 
making the running a neck in front of 
Carmalita, the rest bunched close up. 
Ellwood led at the quarter, Carmalita 
second, and Idalene Cotton third. Same 
at the half, where John Treat began to 
improve his position. 
At the three- 
quarter the whole field were bunched, 
and entering the straight John Treat was 
in the lead, a head in front of Idalene 
Cotton and Carmalita. Half-way down 
the straight it seemed as if the race was 
confined to these horses, but Welcome, 
coming on the outside with a wet sail, 
left her field as it they were standing 
still and won in a canter by three lengths, 
a desperate race home between Treat 
and Cotton for second place ending in 
favor of the San Diego horse by a head, 
heads only between third and fourth, 
Carmalita obtaining this position. 
The 2 :25 trotting purse proved a gift for 
Maggie L,as after Longfellow had won the 
first lieat on sufferance, Emerson’s bay 
mare won the next three heats in the 
easiest possible fashion, heatiDg her op­ 
ponents as though they were common 
hacks. 
The purse for 3 minute horses proved 
also an easy victory for Pink, though 
after Albion had secured the first lieat, 
the San Bernardino mare had to be 
driven to beat Durfee’s Dick Richmond, 
who l»ehaved in his usually erratic fash­ 
ion. 
Thi3 brought to a conclusion the most 
successful meeting ever held at the Los 
Angeles race track, and the Sixth Dis­ 
trict Agricultural Association deserves 
the highest praise, for the energetic 
manner in which they have pushed Los 
Angeles to the front as a turf center. 
The racing has been extremely good, 
fields have been large, and as a rule the 
finishes have been close. The attend­ 
ance has been more than satisfactory, 
and the arrangements for the conveni­ 
ence of the public, have been carefully 
carried out. 
In one department there is certainly 
room for improvement, and it is under­ 
stood that at the next meeting there will 
be a complete change in the executive 
management, as Los Angeles has taken 
too prominent a position in the racing 
world to have her position affected by 
the mistakes of amateur starters and 
judges, whose efforts and decisions, how­ 
ever honest they may be, cause general 
dissatisfaction.

W here Are th e Jflln ln g T h o u sa n d s? 
E d i t o r s H e r a l d : The Grand Jury in 
their report, some months ago, stated 
that there were several thousand dollars 
missing in the County Superintendent’s 
office. That is, there was a deficiency 
to that amount between the books of the 
Countv Treasurer and those of the Coun­ 
ty Superintendent—$6,000,1 think. And 
they desired the matter be looked into. 
Since then we have heard nothing fur­ 
ther on the subject, although we had 
hoped it would be satisfactorily explained 
by this time. 
The handling of the public funds, and 
particularly of school money, should he 
considered a sacred trust, and it is of 
vital importance that our schools should 
be conducted in an economical and hon­ 
est way. 
Taxpayers, desiring to give their chil­ 
dren a fair education—which with many 
of 
us 
is 
all 
we 
can 
hope 
to 
give them—pay cheerfully the heavy 
taxes 
levied for 
school 
purpoaea, 
and in many districts an additional or 
special tax is also levied. Yet we hear 
of short terms, though the number of 
school children and the crowded condi­ 
tion of school rooms would warrant 
longer ones. 
Parents should see to it that at least an 
eight months school is maintained in 
each district, according to law, before 
any other bills, and particularly bills of 
last year’s making, either for teachers’ 
salary or supplies, are recognized; and 
that where districts are entitled by the 
number of children to three or more 
teachers the money should be so appor­ 
tioned, although they may employ but 
two or less teachers. A large salary, a 
deputy, (and I think traveling expenses) 
are allowed the Superintendent. There 
should, therefore, be no errors in his 
work. While Trustees are allowed noth­ 
ing, not even postage, though to do the 
work requires no inconsiderable amount 
of time and 
labor—necessarily taken 
from his own bread-winning—and to 
keep the book 8 alone in districts where 
there are six or eight teachers, would re­ 
quire an expert book-keeper.

P r iv a te L and O w n ersh ip . 
[Rem arks in a discussion before th e Knights 
of Labor on th e iniquity of private land own­ 
ership. Ordered to be printed. [ 
Matter Workman, Sitters and Brothers: 
With all due defference for the learned 
opinion* of the able and eloquent gentle­ 
man on the negati ve of this vital ques­ 
tion, that is now agitating the advanced 
thought of the present age, an honest 
conviction compels me to take the af­ 
firmative. Private land ownership has 
¿0 redeeming features whatever. It is 
an evil, an evil only, an tccureed evil ; 
an evil far greater than any other evil 
that ever afflicted the human race. It 
requires no argument to prove that the 
earth, air, water, woods, minerals and 
all the other natural resources were in­ 
tended by the Creator for the free and 
equal use of all mankind without let or 
hindrance, stint or favor. By a law of 
nature every person bom on this planet, 
whether rich or poor, millionaire or men­ 
dicant, prince or peasant, has a perfect 
right here, and to an equal share of the 
soil, sunshine, air, waters, woods and all 
the other natural resources, means and 
opportunities of subsistence. 
But the logical conclusion necessarily 
drawn from any social or statutory laws 
that gives titles to, or private ownership 
of land, make all the landless intruders, 
even in their native country! They can 
only exist by permission of those owning 
the'title deeds ; for by enforcing them 
these intruders have no legal right to 
even standing room on the face of earth, 
without paying some man for the privi­ 
lege, outside of the public highways and 
they cannot stop even there; which 
Íiroves this monstrous system of private 
and ownership to be au outrageous and 
a shameless iniquity. 
The only pretense of a reason ever 
offered to justify private land ownership 
is the insolent claim that it is Republi­ 
can in principal and necessary for the 
common good; that individuals muBt 
surrender all common original inheri­ 
tance of people to the lands of any coun­ 
try before they can be civilizedand is 
necessary as a basis of security for in­ 
vestments. But all will see that if the 
people of the remote past were Republi­ 
can and did for the public good volun­ 
tarily divest themselves, and a majority 
of all succeeding generations, of their 
original inherant rights to possess and 
enjoy a share in the lands of their coun 
try necessary to their maintenance at 
any period of the world’s history, for the

a 
pub­ 
lic good to prevent generations in the 
light of indisputable modern facts from 
reversing their erroneous judgment. 
The cunning assertion is obviously 
false, and opposed by the common in­ 
stincts of all m en; it cannot be Republi­ 
can in principle and there can be no 
necessity for the surrender of a right to 
the means of life. No. It is absurd to 
make any such self-evidently false asser­ 
tions. No people ever voluntarily sur­ 
rendered their birthright to the sponta­ 
neous productions of their country—their 
necessary means o* subsistence. And 
no custom every practiced by human 
society was ever more diametrically op­ 
posed to the fundamental principles of 
Republicanism than this, which enables 
-A few unscrupulous persons to appreciate 
the values created by all. Facts are ac­ 
cessible that prove private land owner­ 
ship is the creature and foundation of 
monarchy. 
It is well known that private land 
ownership had its origin in the exigencies 
of war; by the intrigues and frauds of 
favored countries obtaining concessions 
to and the violence of cruel kings in 
the conquest of neighboring countries: 
when in the barbarous ages captives were 
enslaved and forced te toil in chains for 
their brutal captors. 
Private land ownership has always 
been the arbitrary rewards of ambitious 
conquerors to create aristocratic adher­ 
ents in support of monarchical govern­ 
m ents, whose chief source of income wa9 
obtained from the labor of captive slaves, 
prisoners of war upon lands obtained by 
fraud and violence. 
And it is absolutely 
impossible to justify such a glaring 
wrong as private land ownership in thiB 
enlightened age and nation, thanks to 
th e beneficent effects of our public 
schools. 
To render such an assumption of pri­ 
vate power beneficial even in the most 
barbarous ages, the good promoted by it 
must be demonstrated to have been more 
than commensurate with the fearful vio­ 
lence committed in its establishment 
and the enormity of the suffering inflicted 
on humanity by its continuance. It 
must be shown that the poor working­ 
man who paces the streets of our cities 
in the vain search for employment, will­ 
ing to work at anything at any wages to 
feed his wife and children who, scarcely 
half clad, in some uncomfortable unfur­ 
nished apartment, perhaps a barn, a gar­ 
ret, or cellar, shivering with cold and 
famishing with hunger, can be made to 
realize that his being restricted from 
access to the bounteous products of 
nature is for his best interest, is for 
the good of those dearer to him than life, 
who are depending upon his earnings, 
or can in any possible way be for the 
good of his fellow workingmen in this 
world or any other. It is equally untrue 
that there is necessity for private land 
ownership as a basis for the safe invest­ 
ment of surplus money, and for public 
or private security this is only an excuse 
for holding lands out of use till increas­ 
ing population gives increased values to 
the holders of the law made title deeds, 
which as security for loans of money dis­ 
places personal integrity by mortgages, 
mnd by flattering inducements encumbers 
the lands with irredeemable debts at 
rates of interest twice or three times the 
rate of the common gains becomes a 
"tempting snare that generally ends in 
loss and bankruptcy. 
With land titles and mortgages small 
holders too often become only tenants at 
will, soon the conditions of landlords 
and tenants prevail, and an empover- 
ished condition of tenants comes in the 
course of time, caused by the landlords 
having power to exact extortionate rents 
that always increase with increase of 
population, forcing on the tenants an in­ 
creasing struggle for life in the sharper 
and sharper competition, reducing their 
earnings to a bare subsistence. Strabo, 
an ancient historian, and who I infer 
was a philanthropist, writes: “In India 
the average rents paid to land owners 
who furnished farm implements and 
seeds was three-fourths of their products; 
in Egypt four-fifths, in Greece five-sixths, 
and in Rome from five-sixths to more 
than seven-eighths, showing a con­ 
stantly increasing hard condition of the 
colonia (or farm laborers) indeed; their 
earnings for many centuries barely sup­ 
porting animal life.” 
In mediseval times the lot of the laborer 
was worse even than with the ancients; 
when after centuries of revolution and 
wars the Baronies were created by the 


netit successful bandit leaders called 
Barons, seeing the valuable lands whi h 
gave rise to the feudal tenure of land, 
which continued to deprive the masses of 
men from access to the natural resources 
which made them semi-military tenant 
serfs, without the means of self-emplov- 
ment, they became so degraded that 
they were sold as part of the estates 
where they were born, were forced to 
live and die. Private land ownership 
was so ruinous to the Submissive popula­ 
tions of the middle ages that all Europe 
presented the most pitiably miserable 
spectacle qf abjecf slaves in beastly 
ignorance, subject to 
pestilence and 
famines, without comfortable food, shel­ 
ter or clothing. 
Yes, Master Work­ 
man, 
the 
masses of people in all 
the Kingdoms of Europe made cringing 
slaveB, poorly fed, worse housed, living 
in filth, and covered with vermin and 
rags; from the tenth century till the dis­ 
covery of America at the close of the 15th 
century, which gave an outlet for and 
firofitable employment to surplus popu- 
ation and liberated all the Christian 
World. This gave encouragement to all 
kinds of industries, creating new ones, 
stimulating enterprises, and caused a 
stream of emigration from all over Europe 
to this country continued for more than 
300 years, constantly increasing till they 
now number more than half a million 
souls a year, without releaving the parent 
countries; that have become agaiD so 
badly impoverished by 
private land 
ownership upheld there by those mon­ 
archal governments, notwithstanding the 
great yearly exodus of working people, 
that it has given rise to so many con­ 
spiracies in all these kingdoms to over­ 
throw them, that immense standing ar­ 
mies are employed, ostensibly “ to keep 
the peace of nations,” but really to keep 
the masses in subjection. So much so, 
indeed, that it may be truly said that 
one-half the people of Europe are made 
slaves, who have to pay for keeping the 
other half in arms, to oppress anp keep 
themselves in a condition of helpless 
slavery, destitution and w ant! 
But’l need not go out of our own great 
country to find examples of destitution 
cause by this devil-begotten hell-born 
system of legal robbery—private land 
ownership—that has aroused to a sense 
of our danger all the working people of 
this mighty nation, who are organizing 
labor unions, land reform leagues, single 
land tax clubs, holding mass meetings, 
county, district and State conventions to 
S've expression to their dissatisfaction 
r, and their determined resolves to de­ 
stroy this vicious system of oppression; 
and they already have a defiant litera­ 
ture that proves they are desperately in 
earnest. 
They keynote of all which I take from 
the action of a State convention, lately 
held in Alabama, having delegates from 
nearly all the counties, and resolving 
with remarkable unanimity, that “ We 
aim at the abolition of a system that 
compels men to pay their fellow-men for 
the use of God’s gifts to all, and permit 
monopolies that deprive labor of natural 
opportunities 
for 
employment, 
thereby 
filling 
the 
land 
with 
tramps 
and 
paupers, 
causing 
an 
unnatural competition, between working 
men, that reduces wages to starvation.” 
Their discussions giving evidence of a 
thorough knowledge of this subject, an 
honesty of their belief in its justice, and 
an earnestness of their purpose worthy of 
admiration and of our general example. 
That the insatiable monster private land 
ownership has impoverished the majori­ 
ty of our people all over this great fertile 
country, does not admit of any question 
or doubt. 
Even now, before our public 
lands are all taken up, we realize that 
opportunities for self-employment by ap­ 
plying our labor to the soil, mines or 
timber are already extremely scarce! 
“Now?” some ask. Yes, sir; now! At 
the close of the first century of our na­ 
tional existence our lands are monopo­ 
lized, and in the midst of the most 
abundant wealth, the most skilled me­ 
chanics utilizing steam and electricity, 
multiplying human power a thousand 
fold, effecting the most rapid production 
of all things needful to man the world 
ever knew-, and with all general inde­ 
scribable suffering, destitution, degrada­ 
tion, deprivation want and crime pre­ 
vail to an alarming extent. In our large 
cities the rapidly increasing numbers of 
the poor are crowded in tenement houses 
to suffocation, forced into degrading com­ 
petition with one another, depressing 
wages below living rates; while all 
our highways, from Canada to Mexico, 
and from the Atlantic Ocean to the Pa­ 
cific, are teeming with men in the vain 
search for employment, without homes, 
friends, money or clothing; and many of 
whom, it must be said to our national 
disgrace, are on the verge of starvation, 
with some good men under arrest upon 
charges of vagrancy! The truth of these 
assertions the late newspaper reports 
abundanty attest. “ In the city of New 
York, June 1st. there were 90,000 work­ 
ingmen idle, many of whom are skilled 
mechanics; 30,000 girls and 
sewing 
women driven to prostitution by want; 
and as many more in the other large 
cities, making more than 200,000 persons 
out of employment in that one State.” 
“Pittsburg, July 10th—In Pennsylvania 
there are more than 150,000 persons 
locked out from the iron factories and 
coal mines alone.” game date: “ Work­ 
ingmen are suffering greatly from want 
of employment in 8t. Louis.” Kansas 
City—“There are too many idle men 
here now.” Minneapolis—“Our streets 
are thronged with many idle men.” 
Denver, Col.—“The labor market is 
greatly stocked,” adding as its cause, 
“and 
all 
our 
lands 
are 
gob­ 
bled up.” At Walla Walla, Seattle and 
Tacoma, Washington Territory; Portland, 
Salem and Eugene, Ore., San Francisco, 
Sacramento and Stockton, Cal., and all 
other large cities on the Pacific Coast 
similar conditions exist; and many sad 
cases of destitution and suicide of both 
sexes fill the daily reports, while there is 
great depression of wages and inforced 
idleness of more than one-half of the res­ 
ident workingmen in Los Angeles all 
this summer, causing a condition of 
want and privation never before wit­ 
nessed here; and a commercial traveler 
who has made a grand tour of all the 
middle States to the extreme South and 
back northward to Minnesota, thence to 
California, says: “I find general busi­ 
ness depression and great numbers of 
destitute idle workingmen everywhere on 
my route.” This list of grievances can be 
indefinitely extended, but enough ap­ 
pears here. And Master Workman, all, 
all this destitution, any one can see, is 
the direct results of private land owner­ 
ship, which deprives the majority of 
American citizens of free access to the 
common heritage of all people—the na­ 
tural God-given right to opportunities 
for self-employment; which right is as 
sacred as life itself. 
We, of California, can better see the 
effects of this monsterous curse, than 
those in the older States, in the recent 
changes it has wrought here, for while 
we were free to apply our labor to land, 
mines and timber, times were good. No 
man would work for another for less 
than he could make by working for him­ 
self. But now all these natural resour­ 
ces are monopolized. We have to com­ 
pete with one another for the privilege of 
applying oar labor to them, and make 
the best terms we can with the monopo­ 


lists, who take advantage of the sharp 
competition between workingmen, which 
they cause by lying advertisem ents, as 
that class of 
thieves 
has 
alwavs 
done, to induce excessive immigration 
in heart less disregard of the rights of 
those who live here, those who come 
here, or those depending upon them to 
force up the price of lands and rents 
which 
we 
know always 
determine 
the price of labor that goes down in ad­ 
verse proportion to the rise of rents and 
that now takes about all we can make 
above a scanty living. 
And as the high rents that laborers 
have to pay landlords for the use of na­ 
ture’s gifts to all, compels them to in­ 
dure a hopeless condition of constant 
unrém unerative toil, which is appropri­ 
ately nam ed wage-slavery, that is inevita 
ble, and as we are being thus enslaved 
by vicious laws creating and enforcing 
private land ownership while the legally 
expressed m il of the American people is 
the supreme law, it may be honestly said 
that the evils we Buffer from this cause 
are due to our own neglect to apply the 
~>roper remedy—the citizen’s vote at the 
iallot box. 
And if we are wise we will carry this 
vital question, of the right of all men to 
the means of life.Jinto the field qí poli­ 
tics, and require all candidates for Legis­ 
lative offices, State and National, to 
pledge themselves to abolish private 
titles to all natural resources; or author­ 
ize the levying a single tax on land 
values for all public revenues, municipal, 
county, State and National, that will tax 
land titles out of existence; for it is only 
by this simple, just and rational means 
that we can regain our freedom, again 
become a free people, worthy to enjoy 
and perpetuate the sacred “inalienable 
rights of Life, Liberty and the Persuit 
of Happiness.”

ment. and hence a market for his wares, 
or starve. From the farmer’s standpoint 
we should have lessened production, and 
not have increased consumption; from 
the manufacturer’s standpoint we should 
have iucreased production—or the capa­ 
city for it—and have decreased consump­ 
tion. Like all human attempts to regu­ 
late things which are self-regulating, this 
one would but intensify the evil. Men 
must learn that there are some things 
which they cannot do. They cannot im­ 
prove upon nature. “ Industry, left by 
itself, will naturally fqllow the most pro­ 
ductive channels, and therefore all regu­ 
lations to divert it from those channels 
are unwise.” We have too much regu­ 
lation already. 
What the farmer needs is the cheapen­ 
ed necessaries of life and the abolition of 
a war tariff, which drains his life blood. 
In the Mills bill we have a measure 
which assures an intelligent protection 
to the manufacturer by giving 
him 
cheapened raw material in many lines, 
and which to the extent to which he is 
protected by this free raw material, gives 
the farmer cheapened ploughs, harrows, 
building material, fuel, food and cloth­ 
ing, at the same time that it gives 'he 
workingman steady and renumerative 
employment. 
Which is a good thing for all. 


T h e city tax levy this year calls for the 
enormous sum of $591,187, and to this is 
to be added the income of licenses. These 
are grave figures, and our people are 
warranted in calling for very substantial 
improvements as a result of their impo­ 
sition and collection. Immediate atten­ 
tion ought to be directed to our sewers 
and streets. Good, solid work is called 
for on them, and at once. Bridges have 
already been provided for. Our schools 
need liberal treatment. They ought to 
be extended and fostered. 
1q no other 
way can a community show its progres­ 
sive spirit more conspicuously than by 
making ample preparations to educate 
the rising generation. Our facilities at 
present are cramped and not at all re­ 
sponsive to the requirements of our rap­ 
idly growing population. Last week was 
a pheuominally severe one, and unfortu­ 
nately our principal thoroughfares were 
permitted to be in a disgraceful state, 
An intelligent and adequate sewer sys­ 
tem , good streets and good schools will 
go far towards reconciling the taxpayer 
to heavy tribute. We are raising a great 
deal of money. 
Let the city see to it 
that it is expended judiciously.

Fallacious Arguments Concerning 
Rome Markets. 
Until the Republican party demone­ 
tized silver in 1873 the California farmer 
got splendid prices for his wheat, and 
the miniDg as well as the farming inter­ 
ests of the United States were in a most 
prosperous condition. 
Silver was de­ 
monetized in response to a demand made 
by ’Change in London and reinforced by 
the Republican gold bugs in Wall street, 
New York. Wheat up to that time sold 
for twice what it does now, and silver 
was struck down in order to decrease its 
purchasing price as bullion, in which 
medium the English grain merchant 
nays for the wheat grown by the ryots of 
India. 
Yet this same 
Republican, whose 
party demonetized silver, thus building 
up in India a prodigious wheat output 
paid for in depreciated silver, presumes 
to talk to the farmer about the necessity 
of a home market for his grain. 
The competition which the American 
farmer has to meet in the European 
market, and which, it is said, is becom­ 
ing Bharper each year, serves as a text 
for many a protection 
sermon. 
We 
raise now more agricultural products 
than we can sell; and when the Indian 
wheat fields are fully developed it will be 
impossible for us to hold our own in the 
English market 
against the cheaply 
grown wheat of India. Hence, so it is 
said, we should 
build up a “Home 
Market,” so that we may be absolutely 
independent of foreign nations. How 
are we to do this? Why we must stimu­ 
late and encourage manufactures; and 
as the protective tariff does this, we 
must maintain the tariff. 
Unfortunately there are some serious 
difficulties which the advocates of this 
theory invariably overlook. 
In the first 
place we do not increase our power to 
consume simply by increasing our man­ 
ufactures. 
A mill band eats no more 
than a farm hand; the one is no more a 
consumer than the other. It seems to 
be forgotten that the farmer most eat; 
the fact that he produces what he con­ 
sumes does not make him any less a 
consumer. 
So if every farmer in America were 
driven into the factories, and if all our 
immigrants were coralled in the factory 
town, oar home market would not be in­ 
creased a wbit. 
Manufacturing estab­ 
lishments, unless they bring into the 
country men that were not here before, 
do not enlarge the home market, any 
more than the increase in the number of 
farms by the subdivision of already ex­ 
isting farms would do. It is folly to talk 
«boat extending our home market by 
such means. 
But we cannot limit production. If 
one-third or one-half of the farmers were 
to become mechanics, we should prob­ 
ably get rid of our surplus of farm pro­ 
ducts. There would be no more of these 
products consumed, but there would be 
less produced. 
Here, however, there is another im­ 
portant fact that is left out of the account. 
To whom would our manufacturers sell 
their wares ? Of course we are shut up 
to our own market—that is the supposi­ 
tion. As it is now we have a surplus of 
manufactured goods—or would have if 
onr manufacturers didn’t curtail their 
production by shutting down for three or 
four months each year. And with the 
number of farmers decreased by a third 
or a half, and the number of manu­ 
facturers increased in the same propor­ 
tion, the surplus would be still larger. 
The agricultural implement men would 
have a hard tim e; many of them 
would 
be 
thrown 
oat 
of 
busi­ 
ness. 
Even 
if 
we 
could 
main­ 
tain the new proportion between farm 
and factory—and we could not, for the 
men would be forcéd back to the land by 
the financial distress in the towns—our 
condition would not be improved. Nay, 
it would be made worse. For the farmer 
can always get a living out of his land, 
while tha mechsjulc moit have employ­

Blaine in New York. It had been her­ 
alded for months that on his arrival one 
of the greatest political demonstrations 
ever recorded would take place. His 
majestic presence was to do wonders and 
his bugle notes were to reverberate across 
the continent. As a result of all this fuss 
and feathers we have been treated to a 
lot of rhyme that would make the sweet 
singer from Michigan forever thereafter 
refrain from claiming poetical license, 
and to a fervid tribute to the worth of 
Judge Thurman—a tribute so warm that 
his perfunctory praise of Harrison seems 
tame in the comparison. The fond hope 
entertained by California Republicans 
that Blaine would come to the Golden 
State and try to rally the disorganized 
forces of the party here has been dissi­ 
pated. 
He has announced it to be his 
purpose to confine his oratorical efforts 
to States that he knows to be inflexibly 
Democratic. 
This will be unpleasant 
intelligence to the misguided Republi­ 
cans who have permitted themselves to 
be nominated on the several local tickets 
in this state. 
The Man from Maine has 
too unmistakably shown his lack of be­ 
lief in the Republican outcome of the 
present election to leave them any hope. 


T h e r e is very little that is consolatory 
to Republicans in the interview tele­ 
graphed to the Tribune as to Jim Blaine’s 
viewB as to the outcome of the pending 
Presidential election. He figures out 
Harrison elected by a majority of five 
votes of the Electoral College. In other 
words, he gives Cleveland all the States 
he carried in 1884 except Connecticut and 
Indiana. That is to say, Blaine concedes 
the fact that Cleveland -will carry New 
York. According to our contemporary, 
Mr. Blaine said: 
“I will concede Cleveland all of the 
Southern States and give Harrison all the 
States I carried four years ago, and then 
give Cleveland New York and give him 
New Jersey, but Harrison will carry In­ 
diana and Connecticut, and we will elect 
him by a majority of five electoral 
votes.” 
This is what we would call damning 
Harrison with faint praise. If this is 
the support the Plumed Knight is going 
to give the Republican ticket perhaps it 
might be as well for Harrison and Mor­ 
ton that he had remained in England. 
The process is what would be ordinarily 
called whistling a candidate down the 
wind. Perhaps James G. Blaine wants 
to see Harrison elected; and then per­ 
haps he don’t. We are inclined to think 
that the latter alternative is the prefera­ 
ble one under the circumstances, and 
that Harrison may well exclaim, “Save 
me from my friends.” What a narrow 
margin he allows our Republican friends 
after all the fine boasts which have been 
made of Republican victory! 


I t a p p e a r s that the improvements in 
the steamer service between San Pedro 
and San Francisco, to which we referred 
last month, are to be more thorough 
than we had been led to suppose. 
Be­ 
ginning with the 1st of September next, 
twenty trips a month will be made, the 
time being reduced on the faster vessels 
to twentv-six hours between the two 
points. The fast time will be made by 
the Santa Roea, Pueblo and Queen of the 
Pacific. Santa Barbara, San Pedro and 
San Diego will be the only three points 
stopped at by theBe fine vessels, the Po­ 
mona and other slower boats calling at 
the way ports. These changes will be 
greatly appreciated by the traveling 
public.

T h a t there is a quiet but persevering 
demand for real estate in this section has 
been apparent to most people who take 
note of such matters.

Salisbury’s Speech the Theme 
of the Day. 


THE BULGARIAN QUESTION AGAIN 


Italy P reparing to do H erself Proud 
in Receiving Kaiser 
W illiam.

B e r l in, August 11.—The most dis­ 
cussed event of the week was Lord Salis­ 
bury’s speech at the Lord Mayor’s ban­ 
quet in London. The confident tone of 
the Bpeech was welcomed as confirming 
the National Zeitung’s statement that 
Prince Bismarck believed the meeting 
between Emperor William and the Czar 
would result in a long period of peace, 
and the only portion of Salisbury’s speech 
that is thought to be open to criticism is 
his reference to Bulgaria. Advices re­ 
ceived from St. Petersburg to-day in no 
way tend to confirm the Prime Minister’s 
optimistic 
remarks. 
On the 
other 
hand, it is stated on reliable author­ 
ity that Russia adheres to her original 
programme of ousting Prince Ferdinand 
including Prince Alexander, and sending 
a Russian Commissiorer 
to 
restore 
diplomatic relations without interfering 
with international affairs, as preliminary 
to allowing Bulgaria to elect any Prince 
the people may think fit, provided he be 
legally elected and a member of the Or­ 
thodox church. As for the rest, the St. 
Petersburg official circles and press are 
unusually gratified at Lord Salisbury^ 
fairness in recognizing the disinterested 
character of Russia’s policy. Salisbury’s 
speech met with greater criticism in 
Vienna than elsewhere. His apparently 
improved feeling toward Russia being 
unpalatable to the Austrians. The Cab­ 
inet at Vienna has no intention of aban­ 
doning Prince Ferdinand and continues 
to favor a settlement to be agreed upon 
by all the powers. 
The Mossowah incident is here con­ 
sidered definitely closed by M. Goblet’s 
note of protest. 
Herr Von Sholzer, the < ierman repre­ 
sentative at the Vatican who brought a 
letter from Cardinal Rampalla,the Papal 
Secretary of State, has had several long 
interviews with Prince Bismarck during 
the week. There are rumors that the re­ 
sults of these conferences have caused a 
hesitancy in completing the plans for the 
Kaiser’s visit to Italy. The Italian Gov­ 
ernment is arranging railway excursions 
from all parts of Italy in order to bring 
together a large concourse of people 
with demonstrations in honor of the 
royal visitors. 


A Costa Rica Enterprise. 
San J ose, C. R., August 11.—The con­ 
tract negotiated at Washington by Senor 
Pedro Parez Zeldon, special envoy of 
Costa Rica, and Hiram Hitchcock, Presi­ 
dent of the Nicaragua Canal Associa­ 
tion, of New York, having, after some 
verbal changes, received tlie approval 
of the Executive and State Department 
of Costa Rica, and being accepted 
as modified by A. G. Menocal, on behalf 
of the Canal Association, was yesterday 
ratified by Congress and signed by the 
the President of Costa ltica. 
The con­ 
cession is similar to the Nicaragua con­ 
cession. Already private capitalists are 
moving for the construction of a railroad 
from Port Simon to San Jose. The route 
will be along the southern shore of Lake 
Nicaragua, or the line of the canal in the 
upj.er San Juan river.

M o n t r e a l , August 11.—A cable dis­ 
patch from London says: Sir Stafford 
Northcote, Sir George Stephen’s son-in- 
law, asked the Chancellor of the Ex­ 
chequer in the Commons last night 
whether the terms of contract for the 
convention of mail between Canada and 
Hong Kong had finally been agreed upon 
between the Government and the Cana­ 
dian Pacific railway? Goschen replied 
Yes, the terms are practically settled,but 
the contract cannot be signed in sufli 
cient time to lay on the table before the 
autumn session.

THE LEPER C OAST. 


Steel Works and H allw ay Develop­ 
ments In tbe Sound Region. 


S e a t t l e , August 1 1 .— Contracts were 
let to-day by the Seattle, Lake Shore 
and Eastern Railway to the Moss Bay 
Iron and Steel Company of America for 
30,000 tons of steel rails, delivery to 
commence next July. The works of the 
Moss Bay Company are now in process 
of construction on Lake Washington, five 
miles from this city, and will be the 
largest west of the Mississip^.'. Their 
iron supply is in Moqualmie Pass, about 
thirty miles from the works. 
Articles of incorporation of the Seattle 
and Southern Railroad Company were

Crop 
Reports from All 
Over Hie Uand. 
W ash in g to n , August 11.—The Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture 
reports a small 
advance in the condition of corn from 93 
last month to 95.5. Rains have been 
generally seasonable, though in excess 
in some districts and deficient in others. 
In the southwest, where droughts some­ 
times occur at this season, there lias 
been an improvement and a large crop is 
already assured. 
In the corn sur­ 
plus 
States a high 
condition 
pre­ 
vails with 
the same advance 
over 
the 
figures 
of 
last 
month. 
The 
percentages of the States of the central 
valleys are: Kentucky 98, Ohio 98, In­ 
diana 98, Illinois 96, Iowa 98, Missouri 
94, Kansas 91 and Nebraska 90. 
There 
will be a heavy crop in this region, as 
there usually is. 
The high condition of 
maize also prevails on the Northern 
border States and Territories, Dakota 
standing the lowest at 84. 
Spring wheat lias fallen from its high 
position of a week ago. The chinch bug 
stands at the head of the disasters re­ 
ported, involving more or less of Wis­ 
consin, Minnesotta, Iowa and Nebraska, 
and in places doing serious damage. 
High temperature, excessive rains, rust 
and the army worm are locally reported, 
evidently without seriously reducing the 
general condition. Dakota stands high­ 
est with an average of 91, a loss of Be ven 
points. 
The crop of Washington Terri­ 
tory, Colorado, and other Territories, and 
of New England is good, and fair in 
Northern Illinois and Northern New 
York. 
In the higher latitudes and altitudes of 
the winter wheat States the general con­ 
dition has been reduced from 95.5 to 87.3, 
during July. This exhibit does not in­ 
clude the modifying changes in the first 
part of August. Harvest was about to 
commence in some districts, and in 
others the grain would not be ready til1, 
the 20th or 25th inst. There are no esti­ 
mates of winter wheat after threshing, as 
yet, but the remarks of reporters make 
the yield better than the early promise in 
all the States that produce much of a 
crop. Cases of heavy yields are reported. 
The changes that have occurred in the 
general averages of other crops during 
the month are: 
Oats, 95.2 to 91.7; bar­ 
ley, from 91 to 89; spring rye, from 9G.3 
to 91.4; Irish potatoes, from 95 to 93.2. 
The buckwheat crop first reported in 
August is average in condition.

SHERIDAN 
OBSEQUIES. 


The G allaut 
Hero Calmly Sleeps 
in the City of the Sol­ 
dier dead. 


I Associated Press Dispatches to the H kbald.1 


W a s h i n g t o n , August 11.—The 
last 
rites for the dead were to-day performed 
according to the ordinances of the Roman 
Catholic Church for Phillip H enry Sher­ 
idan, General of the Army of the United 
States, and his body laid to rest in the 
beautiful Arlington, City of the Soldier 
Dead. The event was marked by a gen­ 
eral suspension of public business. The 
ceremonies throughout were in keeping 
w ith the character of the m an. There 
was strict adherence to almost military 
simplicity in all the arrangements. 
A 
heavy-wheeled artillery caisson was used 
for his hearse. There was a procession 
of a single thousand erect, sturdy soldiers 
who had seen service in the field. Every­ 
thing was conducted in such a manner as 
was best befitted to the closing scenes in 
the life of so great a soldier. 
Services were held in St. M atthew’s 
Church, where the rem ains lay in state 
since Thursday afternoon. At 9 o’clock 
the doors were opened. The ticket- 
holders were adm itted and conducted to 
seats by aides in full uniform. 
Soldiers 
and police maintained order outside of 
th e church. 


FUNERAL GUESTS ASSEMBLING. 
Some tim e before the ceremonies com­ 
menced, carriages bearing members of 
th e Diplomatic Corps, Senators and Rep­ 
resentatives began to arrive. The pall­ 
bearers, headed by General Sherman in 
full uniform, entered in good time. Soon 
after the joint committee of Congress 
were conducted to their seats. They 
wore white sashes and were headed by 
Senators Gray and Hampton. Among 
them were two Confederate Generals— 
Joseph W heeler, of Alabama, and Chas. 
E . Hooker, of Mississippi. 
At about 9 :40 President and Mrs. 
Cleveland and Secretaries Fairchild and 
Vilas came in and took seats. Mrs. Fol­ 
som, Secretary Bayard and Postmaster- 
General Dickinson followed. 
About five 
m inutes after the Presidential party had 
been seated Mrs. Sheridan arrived and 
was escorted to a seat at the left of and 
near the casket, deeply veiled. 


TH E SOLEMN CEREMONIES. 
At 10 o’clock twenty-two acolytes en­ 
tered from the sacristy and filing right 
and left took seats beside the black palled 
catafalque. They were followed by eight 
Dominicans, wearing heavy black and 
white habits, and ten surpliced priests 
chanting the Miserere. At the conclu­ 
sion of this service the Deacon, sub-Dea­ 
con and celebrant of the mass entered 
the sanctuary. 
Thev were followed by 
the Right Reverend John P. Foley, 
Bishop-elect of Detroit, and two priests. 
Cardinal Gibbons was last to enter. 
He 
wore a purple cap with a long gold 
chain, supporting the Pectoral cross, up­ 
on his breast, and a red Zuccheta upon 
his head. 
Kneeling at the altar he of­ 
fered a prayer, and taking his seat on 
the throne the 
celebration 
of 
the 
solemn requiem 
mass 
was 
be­ 
gun. 
In 
accordance with the re­ 
quest of Mrs. Sheridan, Schmidt’s Mass 
one of the simplest in musical composi­ 
tion, was sung by the church choir with 
organ accompaniment. 
An offertory, 
the “ O Christi, Salvator M undi,” was 
sung. 
The 
ceremony 
lasted 
forty 
m inutes. 
W hen it was concluded Car­ 
dinal Gibbons ascended the pulpit aod 
delivered 


AN ELOQUENT FUNERAL SERMON. 
At 11 o’clock the Cardinal descended 
from the pulpit and, taking his place in 
front of the throne, a black and gold 
m antle was placed upon his shoulders 
and the Bishop’s mitre upon his head by 
the attendant priests. 
A num ber of 
priests with lighted tapers took places on 
the other side of the casket. Mean­ 
while the Dominicans and the male 
voices of the choir sand the “ Libera 
M e.” The Cardinal, who had taken a 
seat at the head of the casket, removed 
th e mitre, and sprinkling the casket with 
holy water and swinging a censor, pro­ 
nounced the absolution. 
At the conclu­ 
sion of this ceremony the benediction 
was chanted, and the solemn and im­ 
pressive service was ended. 
TH E FUNERAL CORTEGE. 
E ight artillery 
sergeants 
marched 
down the aisle, and lifting the casket 
upon their shoulders, bore it from the 
chucrch, the audience standing. Im ­ 
mediately followed an artiller officer car­ 
rying the ‘General’s headquarter 
flag. 
Mrs. Sheridan and other members of 
the family and friends followed the 
casket down the aisle, and then came 
the Presidential party and other distin­ 
guished persons. 
While the services were in progress a 
caisson was placed in position to receive 
the casket, and the General’s horse was 
led to a place immediately behind. The 
G eneral’s military boots were in the stir­ 
rups with tne toes, pointing backwards. 
The anim al was led by a tall sergeant in 
full uniform. 
In accordance with the 
wishes of Mrs. Sheridan, the funeral 
was a strictly m ilitary affair, and the es 
cort was formed precisely as of the rank 
of the deceased. 


THE ORDER OF MARCH 
Was a Battalion of Cavalry,two Batteries 
of Light Artillery, Marine Band, Third 
Artillery Band, Battalion of Foot Artil­ 
lery, Clergy in carriages, Pall-Bearersin 
carriages, Body-Bearers, Artillery Ser­ 
geants, Caisson carrying rem ains, the 
General’s horse, Mrs. Sheridan and 
family, the 
General’s M ilitary Staff, 
President and Mrs. Cleveland, the Cab­ 
inet, the Judiciary, Congressional Com­ 
m ittees and Diplomatic Corps, Repre­ 
sentatives of the Loyal Legion and the 
G rand Army of the Republic, Citizen’s 
Escort. 
Most of these assembled while 
the funeral services were in progress. 
Just before the close of the services 
General Schofield and his aides arranged 
themselves in front of the troops.' As the 
body was borne from the church the bell 
tolled and the band played “ Nearer, my 
God, to Thee.” The soldiers stood at 
pre8ent-arms, and nearly all the citizens 
removed their hats. 


TH E PROCESSION TO TH E TOMB. 
W hen all had been arranged the col­ 
um n moved slowly in the direction of 
the cemetery. 
The funeral route was by H street to 
Pennsylvania aveuue, to Arlington road 
by way of the Aqueduct bridge. Crowds 
lined the entire route. The greatest re­ 
spect was paid to the occasion, and the 
spectators 
generally uncovered 
their 
heads as the procession passed. 


LOWERED INTO THE GRAVE. 
When the formation of troops was 
completed at the grave eight stalwart 
sergeants of artillery lifted the casket 


from the caisson and bore it with slow 
and careful steps down to the m outh of 
the open grave, placing it there upon 
rods ready to be lowered to its resting 
place when the ground should be conse­ 
crated by the priests. 
After a moment 
of reverent silence the clear voice of the 
Bishop-elect, was heard uttering the 
words of Classing, “ Deu» cujus minera- 
tione, etc. 
O God, by whose mercy the 
souls of the faithful find rest, deign to 
bless this grave and send Thine holy 
angel to guard it, and loose from all the 
bonds of those whose bodies aie here in­ 
terred, that they may ever rejoice in 
Thee and Thy saints through Jusus 
Christ, our Lord. 
A m en.” 
W ith a sprig of fir, plucked from a 
neighboring branch, holy 
water was 
sprinkled over the grave and the casket 
was lowered by the sergeants. 


THE SERVICE ENDED. 
The regular burial service, beginning 
with the canticle of Zachary or the Bene- 
dictus, and ending with the chanting of 
the De Profundis by a choir of the Domi­ 
nican priests, brought the religious fea­ 
tures of the obsequies to an end. The 
priests stood aside and rem ained in a 
group 
near 
the 
head 
of 
the 
grave, and every breath was hushed 
while 
the 
widow 
came 
a 
step 
forward and for a moment looked upon 
the casket which held her beloved dead. 
As she turned away the other mourners 
in a body paid their tribute of love and 
respect and then at the signal the artil­ 
lery fired a salute of seventeen guns. 
The Loyal Legion moved up in line and 
looked in upon the still uncovered casket 
and then filed away. The great hol­ 
low square contained but one figure, 
that of a stalwart cavalry bugler who 
stood at ease facing eastward, his bugle 
under bis arm, at the head of the grave. 


“ t a p s . ” 
There was a hoarse command at the 
left, echoed and passed down the line of 
infantry, a rattle of steel, a moment of 
expectation and then simultaneously the 
flash and roar of five hundred muskets. 
Again and again the volley was repeated 
Then the bugler came to attention, raised 
his bugle to his lips and blew “ taps,” 
the signal for the lights to be put out, the 
military equivalent for good night. The 
tones were low, mellow and tremulous at 
the start, but each succeeding phrase 
swelled clear and shrill and commanding, 
waking tardy echoes from the surround­ 
ing banks of foliage, which came back 
to blend again with the long drawn wail 
at the end. 
As the last echo died away, 
and just as the shadow of a towering 
buckeye fell across and covered the 
grave as with a pall, the groups of 
the living turned silently homeward and 
left the dead to his solitude. 


ROMANTIC LOCATION OF THE GRAVE. 
The grave it* a few rods distant from 
the Lee mansion, a little to the front and 
south of it, and just beyond the brow of 
a grassy slope that pitches somewhat to­ 
ward the river. A dozen acres of close 
shaven green sward, dotted here and 
there with wide spreading oaks and 
maples, and lower down fringed with an 
irregular row of evergreen trees, sur­ 
rounds the spot. 
Above, and at either 
end stands a maple and a buckeye, 
but in front and citywards, naught ob­ 
structs the view. It is a rare picture of 
farm and city, of river grove and garden, 
diversified and glorified with such a pan­ 
orama of stately public architecture as 
no other spot on the continent com­ 
mands. 
A mile of level savannah sepa­ 
rates the bluff from the river, which 
stretches 
in 
a 
broad 
grey 
belt 
across 
the 
landscape 
beyond 
the 
city, 
and 
in 
the 
distance 
a semi-circle of hazy hills, which hem it 
in on the north and east, their irregular 
horizon line cut sharply in front by the 
graceful dome of the Capitol and the 
majestic Washington monument which 
appears at mid-day a dazzling shaft of 
sunlight against the cool, deep blue sky. 
Back of the grave and upon the most 
commanding spot in Virginia, stands the 
old Lee mansion, now the office and 
headquarters of the National Cemetery, 
the mammoth pillars of its 
portico 
gleaming from their background of living 
green, forming the most conspicuous 
feature of Virginia landscape, as seen 
from the city. Ño other grave than that 
of Sheridan is in front of the mansion. 
As he was alone in the exalted rank in 
which he died, so fittingly he lies alone 
in front of that army of dead heroes who 
find a resting place at Arlington.

Jam es O’Brady, of St. Lawrence, Rev. 
Jam es J. Flood, of New York, and Rev. 
Thomas Daley, of St. Lawrence Church, 
as master of ceremonies. 


OBSERVANCES AT BOSTON. 


B o s t o n , August 11.— Flags were at half 
mast on all the public buildings to-day. 
Suspension of business in the Executive 
and M ilitary D epartm ents at the State 
House, and the booming of cannon on 
the Common were outward signs of Bos­ 
ton’s respect for the memory of General 
Sheridan.

Many smfffer- 
erf ar<* obliged to lie with the head very much 
elevated in order to Bleep with some degree 
of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm 
collects behind and above the soft palate. In 
the passage between the throat and head, ad­ 
hering to the parts with glolsh tenacity. Its 
lodgement embarrasses respiration and creates 
a sensation of irritation and uneasiness in the 
affected locality, which gives rise to a constant 
and almoBt irresistible deaire to relieve the dis­ 
comfort by drawing the mucus Into the throat, 
so as to eject it by the mouth.
